Congo “UPU" Sheets 
Are Private Issue 


In answer to the inquiries of 
readers regarding the status of 
the socalled Belgian Congo UPU 
issue of souvenir sheets, and 
which have been selling at an 
exhorbitant price, the following 
is deemed reliable. 

The sheets, just 300 sets of 
them in all, were prepared by 
the Comite des Oeuvres Cultur- 
ellas of Brussels, Belgium. Each 
set consists of twelve souvenir 
sheets. Each of eight sheets con- 
tain a single stamp of Belgian 
Congo’s regular issue of 1943, 
while the remaining four have 
single stamps of designs issued 
for Belgian East Africa. 

Face value of tke twelve is 
17:50 francs to which the “Com- 
mittee” has added a surtax of 
100 francs per sheet for a total 
of 1200 francs. 

It is pointed out that these 
sheets were not issued by the 
Postal Administration of either 
Belgium or Belgian Congo and 
that this material is strictly a 
private affair for the enrichment 
of the COC. 

Belgian Congo issued a single 
stamp of 4 francs denomination, 
November 21, 1949 as its tri- 
bute to the 75th anniversary of 
the Universal Postal Union. 


Imperf Christmas Seals 
Produced By Denmark 


A total of 60 million perfor- 
ated Christmas Seals has been 
issued in Denmark for 1950 
states Fred Arndt of Roskilde, 
Denmark. This is the greatest 
nmumber ever printed and 
amounts to about 15 for each 
and every Dane. 








A limited number of the seals, 
5000 of them, were produced 
imperforate, for sale chiefly to 
collectors. They were on sale in 
the central office of the anti- 
TB Society in Copenhagen only. 

Each seal, perf or imperforate 
has a selling price of 2 ore, while 
a full sheet of fifty, is 1 Krone, 
a sum equivalent to 15c in the 
United States. 


Third Of A Million 
Legislative FDC's 

After all the reports were in

D. C. November 22, it was found 
that 352,215 first day covers had 
been cancelled and that 1,518,- 
385 stamps had been sold.

Folded Letters Originated In 
Ancient Times; Present Envelopes 
Came From Folded Letter Covers

What we call a folded letter was employed by Egyptians, 


Greeks and Romans for commun 


ications long before the Christ- 


ian era. Their writing material was sheets of papyrus, from whence 


we had gotten the name of pape 


r, or sheets of vellum, prepared 


from calf or sheep skins. The folded letter was the usual means of 
private and business communications by post in America for over 


two hundred years. The 
paper and the other side left bla 


letter was written on one side of the 


nk. The sheet was then folded 


with the written side in and the loose end secured by sealing wax. 


The address was then written on 


the front. 





Paper makers produced a spe- 
cial kind of writing paper for 
folded letters. I have a folded 
letter written by an educated 
and highly-intelligent young 
woman at Oakley, Michigan, in 
1854, to an intimate girl friend 
at Pontiac. It is composed of a 
large double sheet of high grade 
paper, bluish-tinted, and one 
side of one sheet is left unruled, 
to be folded on the outside. The 
writer had been kept home from 
school in Pontiac by an attack 
of ague (malaria). I do not col- 
lect Michigan covers, but I kept 
this one for its fine penmanship 
and the charm of the girl’s per- 
sonality as expressed in her let- 
ter, which comprises about a 
thousand words. Her doctor had 
prescribed wine to keep up her 
strength. But she discloses she 
had tried a brandy sling, but 
had to throw it up, due to her 
temperance principles she ex- 
pects. She attempts to be cheer- 
ful in the letter and even jokes 
and wise-cracks, but one can 
read between the lines that she 
was a sick and lonesome kid. 
One wonders if “Mary Van’, as 
she signs herself, ever got well, 
married and raised a family. 


Folded Letter Covers 


TI have never seen these de- 
scribed before. If the letter was 
on government business and| 
postage free, a ‘lank sheet of 
paper was usually folded around 
the letter proper as a cover or 
wrapper. 

I have one of these blank sheet 
covers. It is addressed to A. R. 
Gilmore, Depository, Omaha City, 
Nebraska. Mr. Gilmore appar- 
ently was an official of the bank 
that had been designated as the 
depository of -U. S. funds. The 
postmark isa large circular hand- 
stamp inscribed, “WASHING- 
TON CITY, D. C., FREE”, and 
the date, “Sept. 24, 1858”. The 
cover is also marked “Official” 
by Sam Casey, Postmaster, and 
he verifies it with his signature. 

Imagine the Washington post- 
master today having to personal- 
ly countersign ‘every piece of 
free government mail. 


Invention of the Envelope 


The invention of the envelope 
for mailing letters, as we under- 
stand the term, is credited to a 
Frenchman. He obtained a royal 
license to manufacture them in

Find Inverted Numeral 
On Hawaii Missionary 


Ralph H. Thacher, plant super- 
intendembmgé.the Hawaiian Print- 
ing Company, discovered what 
will probably be the rarest Ha- 
Waii 2c Missionary yet uncovered. 
Going through some old stock in 
the printing plant which he man- 
ages, Thacher was amazed, dumb- 
founded and astounded to come 
across a copy of the Hawaii class- 
ic with the numeral “2” inverted. 

Too flabbergasted for words, it 
was several hours before Thacher 
was able to recover from_ the 
shock and to telephone other 
stamp collectors to the scene to 
confirm his startling discovery. 

Collectors were quick to re- 
spond and within a few minutes 
a crowd had gathered at the 
printing plant. Sure’ enough! 
Thacher’s discovery was confirm- 
ed. Prominent collectors of Ha- 
Waiian stamps saw before their 
very eyes not only the Hawaii No. 
1 with an inverted numeral but 
found 11 other copies of the same 
classic—a pair of which were 
tete-beche and still unsevered. 
Hawaii experts were quick to pro- 
claim that philatelic history had 
been made. This discovery in the 
stocks of one of Hawaii’s oldest 
printing concerns would rock the 
stamp world. 

Added attention will now un- 
doubtedly be given to the celebra- 
tion being planned by the col- 
lectors of Hawaii. Next year is

First Fifty Years Are The Hardest 


The first fifty years of this present century are about at a close. 
They have been momentous years. The first great world wide war 
was fought and followed twenty-five years later with another, even 





bigger and more destructive than the first. Now, as we are about} jy 


to close the first fifty years of this century 
we are faced with the possibility of an- 
other world wide war which may be so 
much more destructive and _ disastrous 
than those of the past that the outcome 
makes us wonder as to whom will be the 
survivors. 

In times like this if I were at liberty to 
express my opinion on matters of this na- 
ture that are of universal interest it would 
be much more easy for me to write an 
editorial than it now is when I am obliged 
to think and talk about stamps, for what 
an insignificant thing is a stamp when 
compared with the events that may now 
engulf the earth, 

Some people however lay great stress 
on little things and even go far 
out of their way tocorrect them. The 
use of a word that they feel is wrong will 
often prey on the mind of a man until he 
just has to take some steps to correct the 

, — user. Such a situation evidently devel- 
GEO. W. LINN oped some few weeks ago when at some 
time or other somewhere in the paper I must have used the word 
“gotten.” Now if I had said something about “forgotten” there 
would have been no need for calling my attention to the word, but 
just plain “gotten” got the goat of this gentleman and he had to take 
the trouble to hunt up our booth at the ASDA show to tell me that 
there just wasn’t any such word. Lucky enough for me I was net 
in the booth when this gentleman appeared, so he had to be content 
to tell the ladies in charge that there just wasn’t any such word and 
that if I used it again he would cancel his subscription. 


Naturally I had a good laugh over this but at the same time had 
to find some way out of the spot behind the eight ball, where our 
subscriber had insisted on putting me- I have always been a be- 
liever in what is being talked about today as “Shirt Sleeve English.” 
I never finished the second year of High School, my best studies 
were spelling, geography, history and the like. I disliked what we 
called “grammar” or “English”. I have often wished I had known 
then what I know now as to how important that study was to be in 
my future mode of life. However I have consoled myself by the 
thought that there are only a small percentage of my readers who 
are much better off than I am in the use of English and have thus 
felt quite satisfied with things as they are. 


In recent years I have noted more and more a trend on the part 
of the great students of our language to, constantly accept and add 
new words to it which is evidenced by &xamination of any diction- 
ary, so that each year new words are accepted as proper. It has 
come through the use of slang which is commonly accepted, that a 
single word may frequently convey as much meaning as several 
words or a sentence formerly conveyed. It has also come about that 
certain words have been commonly used for some years past by peo- 
ple who believed them to be words and that now those words are 
being incorporated as acceptable because of their common usage. 
Such a word I believe is “gotten”. I know it has been used by many 
people because it seems a natural word. I had to dig up some good 
precedent for its use and was fortunate in that Mrs. Linn was read- 
ing a late issue of “Collier’s” when we were visiting her home in 
Buffalo while on the way from the New York Show. Mrs. Linn 
was reading “Laughs From F.D.R.’s Letters” and sure enough we 
found “gotten” in a letter addressed to Jim Farley. The letter com- 
plimented Mr. Farley on the N.R.A. stamp and wound up with a 
final paragraph which reads ... “In spite of the above, it is a grand 
stamp, gotten out in record time, and will do worlds of good. Con- 
gratulations!” The letter was signed by F.D.R. and is one of several 
hundred being published. Therefore we feel that we are justified 
in the use of “gotten” as it is now in the dictionary, it seems and 
sounds like a logical and useful word. 


If one wanted further defense in their use of a word one might 
refer to the article titled “Shirt Sleeve English In One Easy Lesson” 
which appeared in the Reader’s Digest of August 1950. This is an 
article condensed from “Printer’s Ink” which is one of the oldest and 
most respected of the trade publications in the printing industry. I 
would urge anyone who is a sticklerfor the use of proper grammar 
to read this article. Perhaps they might learn a lot from it that has 
never. before been called to their attention but which they too might 
practice with profit to themselves, 


Next Year's Stamp Program 


We were told at New York that the Post Office Department 
would give consideration: to the stamp program for next year im- 
mediately. The list of new stamps for 1950 consisted of eleven mis- 
cellaneous issues, of divers kinds plus three stamped envelopes, Just 
what the 1951 program will attempt we can only learn about when 
it is announced. We can hcwever look ahead toward 1953 when we 
are able to forecast a new stamp for the Sesquicentennial of the 
statehood of Ohio. 1953 is the date and already the state commis- 
sion is at work. Evidence of this is at hand in many ways and one 
of the first things the commission has done is to appoint a Com- 
memorative Stamp Committee. This committee has just been named 
and we can announce that Robert D. West is Chairman. Other 
members in order as named are Geroge W. Linn, Editor of Linn’s 
Weekly Stamp News of Sidney, Ohio; Paul S. Shook, representing 
the Columbus Philatelic Club cf Columbus, Ohio; Carl Soendlin, re- 
preesting the Dayton Philatelic Society of Dayton, Ohio and Charles

Game birds, Flowers, Trees, 
Mammals, Fish, Insects and Am- 
phibians, 


“For many years now in re- 
sponse to demands from conser-

PROVISIONALS 


There are cancellations that 
meet some of the requirements 
of a precancel and have the ap- 
pearance of precancels yet can- 
not be classified as such. There 
were many kinds of cancella- 
tions that have seen duty in 
the past as a precancelling de- 
vice but were ruled out BE- 
CAUSE they also did duty as a 
regular post canceller. 

One of the most deceiving was 
a devise wherein the name fit 
right on the stamp and the only 
means of telling it was the ver- 
tical lines that connected the 
top and bottom horizontal lines. 
These devises were rubber roll- 
ers and were easy to use and 
many postmasters preferred to 
use them to their regular de- 
vise. 

As this type of devise became 
worn of stretched there often 
occured many impressions where 
the vertical lines would not 
show and consequently many no- 
vice collectors included them in 
their collections. Since there was 
a regular Universal Type that 
was very similar I don’t think 
any one should feel ashamed 
for having a few of these ring- 
ers sticking around in their al- 
bums. 

I have seen a lot of smart 
collectors have them and thought 
they were o. k. Later when met- 
al replaced rubber in the pre- 
cancel devises a metal roller al- 
so replaced the old rubber roll- 
er. I don’t suppose it was on 
purpose but these new metal 
rollers do not resemble any pre- 
cancel type and are easily dis- 
tinguished. Wavy lines and the 
town name and state name re- 
peating itself over. several 
stamps. 

You will see the devise often 
used as a precancel, in that no 
cancellation tieing the stamp to 
the cover proves this, but the 
fact remains that the devise is 
| also used as a resular post-can- 
celler too, so it is ruled out as 
a precancel. Postmasters like to 
use this devise as well as they 
did the old rollers because it 
is quicker and easier but of 
course against the rules. Such 
infractions are seldom if ever 
checked by the inspectors so 
they quite likely will continue. 

In times past I knew a coup- 
le of collectors who specialized 
in PROVISIONALS and really 
had interesting collections. It 
certainly is a virgin field as 
many times these provisionals 
are discarded by both the reg- 
ular U. S. collector because they 
look too much like a precancel 
and by the precancel collector 
simply because they are not pre- 
cancels,

The name evidently was ap- 
plied by collectors noting their 
usage in cities that had used 
electros and were cancelling 
(precancelling) certain values 
till their regular printed lot ar- 
rived from the printer. 


ENVELOPES and CARDS. 


When precancelled envelopes 
first were noticed and collected 
the collector followed the trends 
established by the postmark col- 
lector and cut his precancelled 
envelope 2” x 4”. However with 
the changing of viewpoints on 
certain things in :tamps the pre- 
cancelled envelope collector 
changed his and now saves the 
entire envelope. 

I know it takes up a lot of 
space to do this but if you want 
any resale value for your col- 
lection you had better save the 
envelopes entire. There is little 
or no market for 2 x 4 size pre- 
cancelled envelopes. 

The same of course goes for 
postal cards, too. For full value 
to be received from your cards 
they must be entire. Of course 
there is no law that says you 
must do it this way and as to 
date you can at your own dis- 
cretion cut up your envelopes or 
cards as you please. 

It does seem silly though to 
have a fine item that cost you 
dough, practically denuded of 
value, just because it looks nicer 
that way or you like it better 
that way. Save them entire, 
you won’t regret it.

which Greece had produced for 
the celebration. They were re- 
moved from sale on November 
20 and remained valid for the 
prepayment of postage fees until 
November 28. 

It was thought that because 
the postal rates changed just 
about the time the stamp was 
issued that it made this value 
obsolete and consequently sub- 
ject to little usage.

1653. The idea was later adopted 
in England. But these early en- 
velopes were elaborate, and oth- 
erwise were too expensive for 
common use. . 

The first envelopes made in 
the U. S. appeared around 1841. 
They also were at first regarded 
as a novelty. The flap was un- 
gummed and had to be fastened 
by sealing wax. Nevertheless 
they were gradually accepted by 
business firms as a matter of 
prestige. The first U. S. govern- 
ment stamped envelopes were 
issued in 1853. Yet one can find 
folded letters that were used in 
the late 1860’s. As a matter of 
fact, if one did not have an e.- 
velope today, he could fold the 
sheet of the letter he had writ- 
ten and mail it without one,

The first of these that I have 
a knowledge of is of a special 
| design in that the inside right 
section of the back is extended 
to permit the printing of three 
heavy black guide lines. These 
lines showed through the paper 
of the front of the envelope 
plain enough to be a guide for 
writing a straight and evenly 
spaced address. 

The P. O. D. thought the in- 
vention of sufficient merit to 
either purchase it or pay royal- 
ties for its use. I have a stamped 
envelope of the 1864-65 with it, 
which happens to be an Omaha 


item. To the right of the in- 
side guide lines is the notice, 
“Pat. Nov. 20, 1855”. 

During the 1890’s it was the 


practice to use the backs of en- 
velopes for advertisements. 
Somebody thought up the idea 
of an envelope with the flap 
in front, which would provide 
a smooth printing surface of the 
back. I have come across a num- 
ber of these. One of them had a 
2x2 inch extension of the right 
side of the flap, probably plan- 
ned to provide space for a gov- 
ernment embossed postage 
stamp. 

Another invention of the peri- 
od was an envelope with a fine 
sveel wire inside at the bottom. 
The wire terminated in a small 
loop outside of each lower cor> 
ner.

Just the other day a reader 
wrote in that he would prefer 
that I- forget about giving the 
biographical material in this 
column about the people who ap- 
pear on our postage stamps. He 
is the first of you who has so 
written. 

I have also heard from a num- 
ber of collectors who made it a 
point to encourage me in digging 
out the little known material 
about stamp personalities and 
presenting it in this column. 
These folks say they can’t get 
enough of it and that every word 
given is incorporated in the write- 
ups which they give individual 
stamps or sets of stamps. 

The latter, I believe, have 
caught most of the real intention, 
and the spirit behind my efforts 
here. Putting it simply, I would 
like to help you learn as much 
as possible about each stamp that 
is issued, and about the persons 
or places which appear on it, with 
the hope that some day you will 
become an_ honest-to-goodness 
collector with a lot of curiosity 
rather than a dollar sign in your 
eyes as you look at stamps. 
Until you begin to look at 
stamps and other philatelic mater- 
ial with a curiosity which 
prompts you to start digging out 
information and learning, you 
might just as well be collecting 
match book covers, milk bottle 
tops or similar uninspirational 
items. 


Several indignant cover fans 
want some you know what raised 
because the Post Office Depart- 
ment did not give them the op- 
portunity of getting a first day 
cover of the new 3c envelope in 
a Number 10 size.

Envelope Corp. of Dayton, Ohio 
had set up one of their stamped 
envelope manufacturing machines 
there for demonstration purposes. 

It ran regularly making the 3c 
stamped envelope in a Number 10 
size which is some inches longer 
than the regular size which was 
sent out for first day covers. 

On Sunday November 19, the 
last day of the show, the exhibi- 
tion station post office placed 
these Number 10’s on sale.

For a number of years now 
there has been a lot of talk about 
having a stamp for Christmas, 
preferably one with a picture of 
Santa Claus on it. For my part, 
I have heard of many more people 
in wre of the idea than those

One of the favorably disposed 
has been Arthur Engler now of 
Los Angeles, Calif. and one of the 
top notch engravers of the United 
States. Art designed the best 
cachets produced by the Dayton 
Philatelic Society in the years 
when we were members together 
there. 

For many years he specialized 
in the design and engraving of in- 
dividual book plates for many of 
the big names of this nation. He 
has selected copies of his work in 
permanent displays in a number 
of the East Coast Art Galleries 
and Museums. 

Anyhow, Mr. Engler believes 
we should have a Santa Claus 
stamp in this country and design- 
ed the one shown herewith. He 
has even engraved a die in this 
design “just for his own pleasure.” 
With a bit of alteration to in- 
clude a denomination and “U.S. 
Postage” wouldn’t it make a 
splendid Christmas stamp? 





Don’t know whether you have 
noticed or not, but on this year’s 
crop of eleven commems, the 
country or origin is given in 
three different ways. 

Four of them, the Bankers, 
Freedom, Kansas City and Ex- 
ecutive have “U. S. Postage.” 
Six, the Gompers, Casey Jones, 
Boy Scouts, Indiana, Judicial 
and California have “United 
States Postage”. While the last 
one issued, the Legislative stamp 
has “United States of America 
Postage”. 

It would seem to be highly 
desirable to use the term, United 
States of America Postage when- 
ever possible. While difficult for 
the stamp designer to handle 
all that, there’s nothing like ad- 
vertising ourselves to the fullest 
extent. 


Few folks ever get to see a 
copy of the 24c denomination of 
the 1869 pictorial issue except 
perhaps at the bigger and better 
shows where someone reveals 
this treasure. 

But the next time you do get 
a look at one note the fine en- 
graving work of the vignette 
which carries a reproduction of 
Trumbull’s “Signing of the Dec- 





laration of Independence”. Here 
in a space 13/16 inch wide by 
3%, inch high, the engraver James 
Smillie has included all 42 of 
the persons shown in the orig- 
inal painting with such _ skill 
that each is recognizable if 
viewed with the aid of a mag- 
nifying glass. 


There is a question which ap- 
pears in the mail at regular in- 
tervals which it is never possible 
to answer fully, principally, be- 
cause I believe there are sev- 
eral answers to be given. 

It is “What happens to the 
plate number blocks which ac- 
cumulate at first day post of- 
fices when the stamps are affix- 
ed to first day covers?” 

There has been evidence in a 
number of instances that some 
or perhaps nearly all of these 
blocks are affixed to the covers. 

It is understandable too that 
the postmaster will make quan- 
tities of the plate blocks avail- 


able to persons who have as- 
sisted in the preparation of the 
covers and perhaps some favor- 
ed friends and acquaintances. 

And it wouldn’t surprise me 
in the least to learn that many 
times the selvedge containi 
the plate number is remov 
from the pane and thrown in 
the waste basket. 


I have been rather disappoint- 
ed to date that only two stamp 
clubs have sent in the results of 
voting conducted at a meeting 
for the three most attractive 
commems of 1950. These “on 
their toes groups” are the Carls- 
bad, New Mexico Stamp Club, 
and the Garfield-Perry Stamp 
clu of Cleveland, Ohio. 

The returns from individuals 
have been most encouraging 
amounting to about double what 
they were at this stage of the 
game last year. The voting will 
come to an end on December 
31 with the results being an- 
nounced as soon thereafter as 
possible. 

Six stamps are at it hot and 
heavy for the most attractive 
title. While the worst design 
seems to be centered around 
three, one of th 1 the Califor- 
nia, criticised severely for its 
color which many voters claim 
ruined a rather decent design. 

Voters too lend a heartening 
endorsement with their votes to 
the lambasting which I gave to 
three of the stamps at the time 
they were announced, the Bank- 
ers, Gompers and the Casey 
Jones, all of them in the dis- 
tasteful “political expediency” 
category. Those three lead for 
the “most unnecessary” title. 

This week I am pleased to be 

able to tell you how George 
Linn picked them. For first he 
chose the Executive; second, the 
Judicial; and third, the Legisla- 
tive. He named the worst de- 
signed one of the lot as the 
California, principally because 
of the color. 
Next week I expect to be able 
to give you the votes of the ed- 
itors of our contemporaries, 
Stamps, Me keels, Southern 
Philatelist, Weekly Philatelic 
Gossip and Western Stamp Col- 
lector. 

But this week, if you haven’t 
voted yet, please do so.
